In view 
of the 
observance on 


Thursday evening at Music hall of 
the *wo hundrc-i and fiftieth anni- 
versary of Portsmouth, it will be of 
interest to recall that upon the walls 
of the. Portsmouth Athenaeum 
can 


be seen the original parchment which 
commemorates the two hundredth lo- 
cal anniversary celebration on May 
21, 1823. of the settlement of New 
Hampshire'. 


The lengthy document was discov- 


ered la one of 
the 
treasure-trove 


apartments at this institution, and 
Miss Clarissa Harris Haven of Phil- 
adelphia, who By" the way, is again 
to come to this city "and who js deep- 
ly interested in all that pertains to 
historic Portsmouth, generously had 
the same framed in ebony. The pen- 
manship is fairly preserved notwith- 
standing the great lapse of time since 
the document was inscribed. 


The first meeting to take prelim- 


inary action on this celebration was 
held Feb. 28, 1823, and a committee 
of eighteen persons from Portsmouth 
and other towns in the 
state was' 


selected to make the arrangements. 
The following notable gentlemen rep- 
resented Portsmouth: Ichabod Bart- 
lett, Alexander Ladd, Timothy 
Up- 


ham, Nathaniel A. Haven, Jr.. and 
Charles Cushing. 


It was voted that the celebration 


should occur on Wednesday, May 28, 
of the above year 
and 
Portsmouth 


was selected as the place, the first 
settlement having been made here

made out of onion juice by any one 
who wishes to use it. A good sized 
Spanish onion, after being boiled a 
short time, will yield on being pressed 
quite a large quantity of very adhesive 
fluid. This is used quite extensively in 
various trades for pasting- paper on to 
tin or zinc or even glass, and the te- 
nacity with which it holds would sur- 
prise any one on making tho first at 
tempt.

costly and patent cements. Some of 
tho cements sold by street fakirs a£ 10 
cents a bottle consist of nothing but 
onion juice and water, nnd the bottle 
and cork cost a great deal more than 
the contents.

They are then emptied into largo casks 
kept full of fresli water, by means of 
which any loose shell or grit is washed 
out. From these casks the oysters are 
dipped into a second strainer and when 
separated from, the water are again 
measured and packed. 


The shells are sold for from 1 to 3 


cents a bushel and are used extensive- 
ly by oyster planters for the propaga- 
tion of oysters. They are placed in 
small piles on grounds found suitable 
for the purpose, where the 'spat or 
small oyster will attach itself to the 
shells. They sre-nlso used for making 
shell lime and for building the excel- 
lent shell roads found in some parts of 
the Virginia peninsula.—Philadelphia 
North American.

Sixteenth Century London. 


It is a mistake to imagine that the 


streets of London in the sixteenth 
century presented a much more livei.i 
appearance than they do at present 
The everyday dress of the people, even 
of the ftighest rank, was almost invari 
ably made of broadcloth of a sober eol 
or, occasionally enlivened with velvet 
and smart ribbons. It was only on 
state occasions or festivities, parties. 
balls and public entertainments that 
the gay silks and velvets and the cloth
